Fieueh Evacuation Of the Rhine 


Reports State That Departure Of 
Troops Was Somewhat Hurrled 
All was not so quiet and peaceful 

as official reports stated when the 

last French troops left Mainz and 

Wiesbaden recently, according to the 

Paris National organ, ‘La Liberte,” 

which describes the departure under 

the headline of ‘violent incidents.” 
La Liberte says that, owing to 
hostile manifestations, booing and 
whistling by the crowd at the Mainz 
station, Gen. Guillaumat, commander- 
in-chief of the Rhine army, had 


drawn the blinds of the compartment 
occupied by himself and his staff. 
The newspaper also quotes a German 
newspaper story to the effect that the 
French troops covered the distance 
from their barracks to the railroad 
station in two minutes, whereas ten 
minutes was usually taken for the 
same march. 

The Lokal Anzeiger calls it “pre- 
cipitated departure.” 

Gen. Guillaumat himself, who ar- 
rived in Paris with the president of 
the inter-alliled high commission, M. 
Tirard, declared the departure of the 
French troops was effected normally 
without any noticeable incident.

Loss In Northern Saskatchewan 
During Three Months $138,929 


Prince Albert, Sask.—Forest wealth 
of more than $138,929 went up in 
smoke in the fire ravages in North- 
ern Saskatchewan from April 1 to 
June 30, Dominion forestry office re- 
vealed. This figure covers only 195 
of the 225 fires reported in this per- 
fod, but it includes the major con- 
flagrations. 

Including the disastrous fire at 
Birch Bark Lake, 171,627 acres were 
burned over by the fires; 17,723,000 
board feet salvable saw timber burn- 
ed, and 3,033,000 board feet destroy- 
ed. Sixty-five thousand of the 108,- 


838 cords of fuel and pulpwood in, 


fire areas are salvable. Causes of the 
fires are summarized as_ follows: 
Settlers, 91; campers and travellers, 
43; incendiary, 34; railways, 14; 
smokers, 6; unknown, 5; lightning, 1 
afd lumbering 1. 


Must Import Wheat 


Portugal Is Now Faced With a 


Serious Shortage 


Lisbon, Portugal.—Because of a 
shortage of wheat, the National As- 
sociation of Millers have suspended 
work. No fear of a bread famine was 
felt, however, since army stocks are 
gufficient to keep up the daily supply 
without resort being made to a ra- 
tion system until the government is 
able to modify the law concerning 
the import of foreign wheat. 

The public has been advised not 
to waste bread and the Minister of 
Agriculture has ordered all wheat 
merchants to declare their stocks 
s6 the government may be able to 
fix the quantity to be imported above 
the legal quota. 

Alarming reports have reached 
Lisbon from certain parts of the 
interior where there is a serious corn 
shortage.

For a 
time at least Garnet should be ship- 
ued as a separate variety, instead of 
mixed with Manitobas.

Will Explore Arctic Regions 


In the North 


Fifteen youthful explorers, whose 
average age is only 23 years, sailed 
from London recently aboard the ex- 
ploration ship ‘Quest’ for a year's 
exploration of the arctic regions. 
Their work will be done on the ice- 
covered stretches of Greenland and 
Iceland. The purpose of the voyage, 
which is under the auspices of the 
Royal Geographical Society, is to ob- 
tain information with a view to es- 


‘{tabdlisning an air route from England 


to North America across the Arctic 
regions, with only 300 miles over the 
sea. H. C. Watkins, 23-year-old ex- 
plorer, is leader of the expedition. 
His fourteen companions are all about 
the same age, and each is a spe- 
cialist. 

Watkins made a scientific explora- 
; tion of Labrador last year, and of 
| Spitzenbergen the year before. The 
| expedition will establish a base on the 
south-eastern coast of Greenland and 
a station on top of the ice cap, 8,000 
| feet above sea level. From there they 
| will make notes on meteorological 
| conditions in connection with flying. 
The hold of the ‘Quest’ was pack- 


ed with a year's food supply, includ- 
‘ing six tons of food for the dogs, 
which will be picked up at the Faroe 
Islands.

Scheme To Construct Underground 
Lines For Transportation Of 
Goods 


A scheme is on hand to make pos- 


sible the removal of goods traffic . 


from London. streets. It consists of 
the construction of underground lines, 
with fifty-four stations, for the sole 
purpose of carrying goods. The pro- 
moters are anxious to build seventy- 
five miles of tubes at a cost of about 
$200,000,000. All the principa, railway 
termini and goods yards would be 
connected; the docks, wharves, and 
public stores would have their private 
stations. It is said that 125,000,000 
tons of goods are carried annually in 
London, and the trade of the Port of 
London amounts to $144,000,000 a 
year. According to the promoters of 
the new scheme the cost of existing 
congestion in the streets is $120,000,- 
000 per annum, while the railways 
have estimated at $300,000 a year the 
amount of money they lose by the 
detention of goods lorries at Billings- 
gate Market alone. :

The world’s most famed plastic 
surgery hospital, Queens Hospital for 
Facial Injuries, at Sidcup, Kent, 
England, ceased functioning last au- 
tumn. From its opening in 1917, it 
| handled 19,000 cases. Its | most 
skilled staff member, Dr. Harold Delf 
jillies, sometimes performed 80 sep- 
; arate operations on a single case. 
Born at Dunedin, N.Z.,_ forty-eight 
years ago, he is now plastic surgeon 
to three London hospitals and to the 
Royal Air Force, U.S. dentists know 
him as an honorary member of their 
national association. Sportsmen re- 
call him as playing golf for England 
against Scotland, in 1908, 1925, 1926, 
as winning St. George’s Grand Chal- 
lenge Cup in 1913.

Increasing At Alarming Rate 

Deaths from automobile accidents 
continue to increase notwithstanding 
all the warnings and precautions. In 
1929 the fatalities in Canada, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics, numbered 1,294, 
which was considered more than in 
the previous year, and 50 per cent, 
more than in 1927. The automobiles 
in use have not doubled in three years, 
and some other reason must be sought 
for the increasing number of thease 
fatalities. Ontario alone had 551 
deaths last year from autvumobile ac- 
cidents, which is too high a price to 
pay for either the business or pleas- | 
ure purposes to. which motors are | 
put. A considerable number of 
persons killed or injured 
mobiles were pedestrians who had 
nothing to do with the machines, 
but were the victims of the indif- 
ference or carelessness of the motor- | 
ists concerned. The number of people
